Terms of the 	SECTION 1. From and after the passage and publi- 
circuit court. cation of this act, the general terms of the circuit court 

for the counties of Dunn and Chippewa, in the eighth 
judicial circuit, in this state, shall be held as follows, 
to-wit: in the county of Dunn, on the third Monday 
of April and third Monday of October of each year; 
in the county of Chippewa, on the second Monday of 
June and the second Monday of December of each 
year.
